A telegram having been published stat- 
ing that tho miners working for R. Duns- 
muir & Son's, Wellington, had mado a 
demand for higher wages for mining coal, 
and that the owners had closed down all 
work in consequence, a representative of 
Tjik Colonist called on Mr. Dunsmuir in 
this city and interviewed him in tho mat- 
ter. 

Ques. — Has any demand been mado for 
higher pay ? 

A.- A small number of miners taking 
out pillars asked for an incroase of ten 
cents per ton two weeks ago, which we 
declined to give. I heard no more about 
it until Wednesday morning, when I re 
ceived a telegram stilting that unless I 
went, uj) before Monday, tho 7th, and Bot- 
tled all grievances, work would cease on 
that date. 

Q-— What aro the grievances referred 
to? 

A. — No grievances have so far been 
stated. 

Q. — Did you make any roply to the 
telegram? 

A. — Yes; after considering tho fact that 
I had boen subject to a great deal of an- 
noyance during tho past few months, I 
replied that I would shut down tho works 
and all who had a grievance to state 
would find mo at my oftico in Victoria. 
Instructions were sent to Mr. Bryden to 
close down the works, which was done 
to-day. 

Q. — Do you think it is a question of 
incroase in wageB ? 

A.— I do not think bo, for all who are 
practical miners have been making good 
wages for some time past. 

Q.- Havo you any idea what their 
alleged grievances consist of ? 

A. — 1 believe that it is the not unusual 
result of a large body of well-intentioned 
men being misled by tho influence of a 
handful of professional agitators, who 
want to take the management of tho 
mines out of my hands, and who have 
been assisted by a small portion of the 
local press. 

Q. — Have you been expecting any 
trouble of this nature ? 

A. — Yes, I havo been expecting it for 
a long time past, and have made arrange- 
ments accordingly. I have noticed that 
thero was considerable discontent among 
the men, and knew that u crisis would 
arrive sooner or later. 

Q- — Have you promised to moet the 
men on Saturday next, as stated in the 
telegram from Nanaimo published in an 
evening paper? 

A.— No; I told you before 1 had sent 
them word that I could be found at my 
oflioe in Victoria, and I am yet unaware 
of any grievance to settle. 

Q- — When do you intend to commence 
work at the mines again V 

A. — I have no idea at present. Cer 
tainly not for some time to come.

Washington, Jan. 3.— A petition was 
presented to the senate to-day by Senator 
Stanford, from the chamber of commerce 
of San Francisco, calling the attention of 
Congress to the urgent need of a perman- 
ent relief station in the Arctic Ocean. 
The petition says the whaling flout fitting 
out at San Francisco is steadily increasing, 
and that many hundreds of lives and mil- 
lions of dollars worth of property are ox- 
posed to annual danger in pursuit of whal- 
ing in the Arctic. Relief stations sup- 
plied with provisions, fuel, medical stores, 
heavy clothing and life saving apparatus, 
the petition says, would bo a great boon 
to our Arctic whalemen.

Chicago, Jan. 3. — To-day Judge Blod- 
get sentenced Ober Mampf to five years 
in the penitentiary and Mack to three 
years.

Commissioner for Alaska. 

Washinoton, Jan. 3. — The President 
sent to the senate to-day the nomination 
of Chas. Jewitt, of Minnesota, to be a . 
commissioner for the district of Alaska, to 
reside at Sitka. 

AH Editor Thrashed. 

Chicago, Jan. 3. — A Tribune special 
from Cedar Rapids, Iowa, says Charles 
Duxberry, travelling passenger agent for 
the Burlington, Cedar Rapids & Northern 
Road, thrashed Gen. Hunt, editor of the 
Oossip, yesterday, for an article recently 
published by the latter, reflecting upon 
his character. Duxberry had carried a 
horsewhip about for three days, but find- 
ing hunt yesterday for the first time, and 
not having the whip, used his fists most 
effectively. 

Capt. Wallace's Certtleate Bestored. 

San Francisco, Jan. 3. — The United 
States local inspectors to-day returned to 
Capt. Thos. Wallace his certificate as 
master of steam vessels, which was revok- 
ed shortly after the collision of his steamer, 
the City of Chester, with the China liner 
Oceanic. 

A Cool Proposition. 

New York, Jan. 2. — The San Doming- 
go newspapers just received confirm the 
report that an offer was made through the 
United States Consul H. C. Atwood to 
the Domincan government of $200,0000 
for permission to exhibit the bones of 
Columbus in the United States four years. 
The government promptly refused the 
offer, and the papers express groat indig- 
nation that Mr. Atwood should havo lent 
his aid to the scheme. They suggest ho 
should be recalled. 

Coal Discovery. 

Chamberlain, Dak., Jan. 2.— Great 
excitement was caused yesterday by the 
discovery of a large ledge of anthracite 
coal on the Crow Creek reserve, about 
three miles north of the city. It was 
subjected to a rigid tost by experts and 
proved to be of superior quality. 

Collector of Custouv. 

Washington, D.C., Jan 2. — The presi- 
dent has Bent to the senate the nomina- 
tion of Leslie Cultom, of Tonnessee, to bo 
collector of customs for the district of 
Puget Sound in Oregon and the Terri- 
tory of Washington. 

The Strike Ended. 

Lima, Ohio, Jan. 2.— The strike of 
freight brakemen and yardmen on tho 
L. & W. railway has ended. Tho strik- 
ers returned to work this morning or. a 
compromise. Yardmaster McCarthy was 
reinstated. 



Change* In the Tariff Hill. 

Washington, Jan. 3. — Tho sub-corn- 
mittoe of the senate finance committee, 
having in charge the tariff bill, has prac- 
tically agreed upon a number of import- 
ant amendments to be offered in the senate 
before a vote is taken or< the bill. Tho 
amendments are to be offered in substitu- 
tion of an agreement reached befi.ro tho 
bill was reported to the senate, that after 
election certain concessions would bo mado 
to coixain sections of tbo country. It has 
boen practically agreed to give to sugar 
producers a bounty equal to a reduction of 
fifty por cunt, in duty, for which the bill 
provides. This bounty will be one cent a 
pound on all sugars which are producod in 
this country. The committee has practi- 
cally rejected a proposition to admit, free 
of duty for experimental purposes for a 
year, machinery used in the manufacture 
of sugar. The duty on structure iron will 
probably bo reduced from one cent and 
one mill per pound to eight, or at most, 
to nino mills per pound. The duty on 
lumber will probably bo reduced to $1.25. 
These amendments will possibly not bo 
announced formally by the committee un- 
til they are proposed in tho senate. There 
will be no division in the Republican 
ranks, and the tariff bill as amended will 
pass tho aenate January 21»t.

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THE WELLINGTON DIFFICULTY. 

The news from the Wellington mines 
is serious. The miners are evidently ill- 
advised. Tho tone which they hare 
adopted towards the company is not that 
of men who wish to settle amicably any 
disagreement that had arisen between 
them and thoso with whom they do busi- 
ness. To demand Mr. Dunimuir's pre- 
sence at Wellington against a certain day, 
and accompanying that demand with a 
threat was certainly a poor way to coin 
nience negotiations towards a settlement. 
If the men have grievances, the reason- 
able way to set about having thein re- 
dressed would be to make a clear state 
mont of what they wanted couched in 
moderate and courteous terms. They 
surely could not expect that Mr. Duns- 
muir would hasten to obey their com. 
maud. He did what was natural. He 
anticipated them, and closed the works 
If tho men suffer they will have only to 
blame themselves and the agitators who 
have for some time been fomenting dis 
content among thuin. We still trust that 
tho men \f ill reconsider their hasty action 
and take the proper steps to go to work 
before any more harm is done. 



BRAVELY DONE. 



As might have been anticipated, Hayti 
has been compelled to give up the Amori 
can vessel which its government had 
seized, and to pr raise to pay damages to 
tho amount of §350,000, which is many 
times the worth of the vessel. The trial 
was exceedingly short and the arguments 
used were few, but very woighty. They 
were called " The Yantic" and " The 
Galena." It does not appear that the 
oliicer appointed by the United States 
Government to settle the case, Admiral 
Luce, went very deeply into its merits. 
It can hardly be said, indeed, that he in- 
stituted any enquiry at all. The proceed- 
ings wero exceedingly simple. Early in 
the morning of Thursday, the 20th of 
December, Rear Admiral .juce entered 
the harbor of Port au Prince He anch- 
ored his ship, the Yantic, withir a cable's 
length of the detained vessel, the "Hay- 
tian Republic." Ho ran a hawser from 
tho stem of his ship to the captured block- 
ade runner. While this was being done 
he sent his gig, containing Commander 
Heyermau [and Flag Lieutenant Meigs, 
ashore to communicato with the American 
Minister, Mr. Thomson. These officers, 
accompanied by the Minister, proceeded 
to the President's palace and demanded 
the delivery of the Haytian Republic 
• ) tho Unitod States naval com- 
mander. President Legitime was politely 
told that if the steamer was rot de- 
livered before sunset the United States 
ships of war would take her by force, and 
if resistance wero offered the Rear Ad- 
miral would shell tho city. Tho officers 
went on to demand tho i>»yi»oi>t> uf no 
indemnity of §1500,000 to tho owners of 
the ship which the Haytian naval officers 
were so rash as to capture; and when 
they had ill the most approved diplomatic 
fashion requested the Prosident of the 
Republic of Hayti to salute the flag of the 
Government which had proposed such 
moderate terms, tho mission of the offi- 
cers was completed. To show the people 
that he was in earnest, and that if his 
terms wero not complied with, tho citizens 
of Port-au-Prince might look out for 
squalls, tho Admiral sent bouts out to the 
vessels in the harbor telling them to get 
out of the range of the guns, and the 
foreign consuls wero notified that hos- 
tilities might be commenced at any mo- 
ment. President Legitime and his cab- 
inet, finding that they were not in a 
position to refuse the modest demands of 
tho United States Admiral, immediately 
decided to give up tho ship with as 
little delay as possible, and in order to 
get clear of such unpleasant visitors as 
these war ships to promise him all that lie 
aslcod. Tho Haytian gunboat Dcssalines 
ran the stars and stripes to hor fore-inasi 
head arid lirod a saluto of twenty-one 
guns, which the Guiana, according to the 
rules of national etiquette made and pro- 
vided, returned in due form. Then tho 
gallant Admiral with his consort and his 
prize, feeling proudly conscious of having 
performed his duty, sailed away over the 
bounding wave. It perhaps would not be 
high treason just to hint that if Great 
Britain, or France, or Italy, or Spain or 
any other nation that has ironclads and 
disciplined soldiers and rifled cannon 



at its disposal h*d captured a blockade 
runner the United States would have de- 
manded its return in u leu peremptory 
fashion, and would have left the indem- 
nity, if indemnity ought to be paid, to be 
settled by a tribunal having some claim 
to be considered impartial. But the sis- 
ter Republic was black, it was weak, it 
was torn by internal strife and was in no 
position to defend its rights, and there- 
fore the United States might make what 
demands she saw fit and could enforce 
them, whether they were just or unjust. 
The United States, compared with Hayti, 
has a giant's strength and in this instance 
she used it like a giant. This is the way 
of the world. There is n»t, after all.such 
a difference between the nineteenth cen- 
tury and. the third century— between the 
civilized man and the savage. 

THE BOSTON BATTLE. 

Tho last municipal election in Boston is 
the subject of a good deal of discussion, 
and the cause of not a little ill-feeling. 
The issue was, unfortunately, a denomi- 
national one. The objection made by 
the Catholics to a class-book of history 
used in the public schools, was the im- 
mediate cause of the difficulty. The 
Catholics said that their religion was mis- 
represented in the book and that it ought 
not to be used, and it consequently was 
removed from the list of authorized text- 
books. This rousod the indignation of a 
number of Protestants, who, whether 
rightly or wrongly, considered tho school 
system of the State in danger. The con- 
test became one of Protestant against 
Catholic, and when once the denomina- 
tional feeling was excited, very little 
attention was paid to the question on 
which the issue was raised. "Tho schools 
are in danger," was tho cry, and the up- 
holders of tho secular system came out 
strongly in its support. Tho result was 
the election of a Protestant mayor and of 
a number of Protestant members of the 
Bchool board. Although the Protestant 
ticket was elected, the Catholics are not 
without representation on the board of 
trustees. It now consists of 10 Protestants 
and eight Catholics. A peculiar feature in 
this election was tho prominent part 
taken in it by the women of both deno- 
minations. It is said that no fewer than 
19,000 women voted, and although party 
spirit rail high, every woman voter was 
treated at the polling booths and on the 
streets with the utmost courtosy. It is 
to be hoped that when the excitement 
subsides the question of the school-books 
will be decided wisely and justly. In 
schools supported by taxes paid by the 
whole community, respect should be paid 
to the feelings of persons of all denomina- 
tions. No Protestant would like his 
child to be compelled to read a book 
which contained what he considered mis- 
representations of tho beliefs and prac- 
tices of his religion, neither would the 
Catholic parent be satisfied if a book were 
placed by the public teacher in the hands 
of his child which, in his estimation, gave 
a fulno itooount o£ th« timuU of his faith, 
or noticed things which ho holds sacred 
in the language of reproach and disre 
spect. It would be better to discontinue 
the teaching of history altogether in pub- 
lic schools than to make its study a mat- 
ter of contention. Tho truth is that 
history, properly so called, is a study for 
men and women, and not for children. 
All that can be expected of a 
young person is to get fixed in his mem- 
ory a bare outline of the history of tho 
nation to which he belongs and perhaps 
that of the nations of antiquity. Prom- 
inent facts and & few dates are all that he 
is fit to master. There are in all history so 
much misrepresentation, so many false 
views, so much that is mere theory color 
ed by the prejudices and the feelings of 
the historian, that it is moro than most 
men can do to distinguish the false from 
the true, the impartial narration of facts 
from the highly colored account of past 
events that partake more of tho naturo of 
romance than of history, properly so- 
called. The passion that bo many educa- 
tionists have in these days for making 
prodigies of boys and girls, of stuffing 
their memories with matters that theit 
minds are not fitted to digest, is doing 
young people a vast amount of harm. It 
is really astonishing to see how many 
people there are who mistake lesson- 
learning for education. In this matter of 
history; for instanco, it is quito possible 
for ajclover boy or girl to read half a dozen 
toxt books of history half a dozen 
times over and write any number of ex- 
amination papers on thorn into the bar" 
gain, and yet bo innocent of any real 
knowledge of history, and of the lessons 
which history is designed to' teach. Five- 
sixths of tho nunils fortrot nearly all tiio 
history they learned in school in two or 
throe years after they have left it, and 
tho other sixth find, to their surprise, 
that they have to get rid of nearly all 
their preconceptions before they can be- 
gin to study history rationally. Tho Bos- 
ton battle of the schools will bo beneficial 
if it leads both parties to estimate tho 
teaching of history in schools at its true 
value, and if it toadies men of all denomi- 
nations the much-needed lessons of toler- 
ation and moderation. 



Tub Empire shows that the trada of the 
Dominion for the yoar ending the 30th of 
June, 1888, has been healthy and vigor- 
ous. Tho imports for the year were 110,- 
894,630, and the exports $90,203,000. 
Compared with the returns of the preced- 
ing year the exports show an increase of 
some 9700,000 and there has been a slight 
falling off in the imports. The aggregate 
trade of Canada for .last year was $201,- 
097,630. The amount of duties collected 
was $22,209,641. This is a fairly good 
showing. The exports of tho year 1887-

TO REGULATE THE ELECTION OK THE 
MAYOR AND ALDERMEN OF THE 
CITY OF VICTORIA, FOR THE YEAR 



WriERKAS it is provided by law that tho 
nomination for Mayor and Aldermen slinll bo 
held on tho second Monday in January of oaeh 
your, from 12 in. to i p. m„ and tho polling, if 
any, on tho Thursday following from 10 a. m. to 
i p. iff, ; and it is further provtaca, tlmt tho 
Council shall, In tho month of December in each 
yoar, appoint a Returning Officer, and shall also 
name tho polling places and otherwise arrnngo 
for tho holding of tho coming election; and it is 
further provided, that, tho polling, if nny, nt 
such election shall bo had and taken at such 
placo or places as tho Council shall by By-Law 
appoint. ; therefore, 

Ho it onaotod by the Council of tho Corpora- 
tion of the City of Victoria as follows :— 

1. The nomination of Candidates for the res- 
pective olllces of Mayor and Aldermen of the 
City of Victoria, shall take pliico nt the City 
1 lull in tho said City, on Monday the Fourteenth 
day of January, 1889. 

2. In case a poll shall be demanded at the 
.•lection of Mayor, tho vote of tho electors 
thereon shall bo taken by ballot at the City 
Hall aforesaid, on Thursday tho S-jvontoonth 
day of January aforesaid. 

It. In case a poll shall bo doinandod nt the 
election of Aldermen for nny Ward, tho vote of 
the electors thereon shall be taken by ballot on 
tho day aforesaid at tho respective placos fol 
lowing, that Is to say— In Johnson Street Ward 
at tho City Hall aforesaid; in Yatos Strcot 
Ward at Senator McDonald's building in !)as- 
tion Square, and in James Ray Ward at tho 
Hook and Ladder House. 

i. Soctlons fl, 7, 8 and i) of tho By-Law cited 
as tho Municipal Elections Regulation mid

Aristocratic Surnames. 

Phonogrnphere complain that scarcely 
one Knghsh word in a thousand is spelt 
correct! v— that is, all its letters are not 
sounded precisely as they aro in the 
alphabet. And such criticism is perfect- 
ly just, though from the forco ot habit, 
we seldom notice the faulty orthography 
of common words. But if we meet 
proper names, of persons or places, their 
eccentric spelling is more observable, 
and sometimes even puzzling. Highly 
educated persons often hesitate in pro- 
nouncing a proper name which they see 
lor the first time. This remark especially 
applies to somo aristocratic surnames, as 
will bo seen by the introduction of the 
subjoined, with tneir recognizod pro- 
nunciation: — 

Clanranald must be sounded as if writ- 
ten t.lanronald. Derby, in speaking 
either of the peer, the town, or tho race, 
sliouh) always bo called Darby. Dilhwn 
is pronounced Dillon, with tho accent on 
tho first syllable. In lllyth the th is 
dropped, and the word becomes BJy. 
J.yvedun is pronounced as Livdeu, and 
Popys as Pepis, with the accent on tho 
iirstsyllablo. In Monson and 1'ousonby 
the first o becomes short u, and they uro 
called Munson,. Punsonby. In I '.fount 
the o is silent, and the word is spoken us 
Blunt. Brougham, whether referring to 
the Into illustrious statesman or tho 
vehicle named after him, should not be 
pronounced as two syllables— Brawhain 
or liiooham— but as "one— Broom. Col- 
quhaun, Duchesuy, Marjoribanks, and 
Uholuiondely— four formidable names to 
the unitiated— must bo called ('ahoon, 
Dukarn, Marshbanks, and Ghumley. 
Cholnieley is also called Chumlay. 
Mainwaring and M'heod must bo pro- 
nounced Mnnceringaud Macloud. 

The final x in Molytieux and Vmix is 
Bounded, but the final x in Deyereux 
and Lies Vnux is muto. In Ker the o 
becomes short a, and' tho word is culled 
Kar; it would be awfullv bad form to 
pronounce it Cur! In Waldegrave the do 
is tiropped, and it becomes Walgrave, 
with tho accent on tho first syllable 
Berkeley, whethor referring to the per 
son or place, should be pronounced 
Barkley. Buchan is called Bukun; 
Beauclerk, or Heauclark, is Beauclure, 
with tho accent on the lir.st syllable ; am 
Beauvoir as Hee'vor. Woluvss is pro- 
nounced as Weenw, and VVilloughby 
D'Kreseby as Willowby D'Eresby, StJ 
John must be Sinjin as a surname or 
Christian name; when applied to 
locality or a building, it is pronounced 
as spelt, Saint John. Montgomery, or 
Mpntgoraerie, is pronounced Mungum 
ery, with tho accent on the second sel- 
lable. In Elgin g takes the hard sound 
it has in give; in Clitl'ord and Giflnrd it 
takes the soft sound as in gin— as it also 
does ia Nigel. In Conygbam tho o In 
couics short u, and the name is ciiLle 
Cunningham. In Johnstone the t is 
silent. Strachan should bo called 
Strawn; Heathcote, liethcut; and Hurt- 
ford, Hartford. 

Tho av is dropped in Abergavenny, 
which is called Abergennv; and thn n 
in Penrith, which is called l'orrithi 
Beauchamp must ho pronounced 
Beecham; Bourne, Burn; ami Iiotir;e; 
Burk. Gower, as a street, is pronounced 
as it is written, but, as a surname, it he- 
conies Gor. Kyre is called Air; nml l)u 
i'latis Du I'lali. Jervis Bhbiild bo pro- 
nounced Jarvis; Knollys as if written 
Knuwls; Mendes as if written Mynjes; 
and Macnainara must bo pronounced 
Macnamaiah, with the accent on third 
syllable. Sandys should be spoken as 
one syllable— Sands ; .-t. ( lark is al io 
one word— Sinclair; and St. I.egcr is 
caded svlleger. Vaughn is spokon as 
one syllable — \'awu ; and Villebois is 
Vealbnoh. Villiers is called Villcrs, 
with the accent on the first syllable; 
Trywliit is called Tirritt ; and Tollemacho 
is pronounced Tolhnash, with no ace nt 
on either syllable. Tho pronunciation 
of a dead Conservative Premier's title is 
Beckons 'eld ; Methune should bespoken 
as lleelon, and Milnes as Mills, (,'harteris, 
by those moving in what Jeenies culls 
tho "H upper Suckles" is pronounced 
Charters, and Glarhis is called (Hums.

and KuiUwn is pronounced Kiven. 

It will be observed that moat of the 
al ove names are much abbreviate! in 
their pronunciation, as recognized by 
"society" — a fact which forms one ol th"; 
many protests against the cumbrous 
nature of English orthography.

FOUND DROWNED. 

Little Willie Smith Wanders Away from 
His Home, and His Body Is Feud 
Floating- In the Waters of 
the Arm. 

On Wednesday morning the family of 
Mr. Wm. L. Smith, who resides about 
three miles out of the city, on the Craig- 
flower rood, were thrown into a state of 
terrible excitement and uneasiness by tho 
fact that Willie, Mr. Smith's ten-year old 
son, a bright promising little lad, had 
wandered away from home and could not 
be found. Every part of the house and 
grounds was searched, but no trace of the 
little fellow could be found. The neigh- 
bors were next called on, but none of 
them had seen him. The father was sent 
for, friends joined in the search, and the 
entire neighbourhood was scoured for 
some trace of the absent one, but without 
avail until between four and five o'clock 
in the afternoon, when the grief-stricken 
father saw the lifoless body beneath the 
water of the arm, just above Point Ellice 
bridge, and quite near the shore. It is 
supposed that the little fellow, while play- 
ing upon the bank, slipped and fell into 
tho water. The body was sorruwfully 
borne to the desolate home, whoro sympa- 
thizing friends quickly gathered to com- 
fort as boat thoy could those whom Death 
had so cruelly robbed. Willie had vory 
many friends, who will miss his happy, 
sunny smilo and cheery laughter; and 
who will fool with tho sorrowing family 
the terrible force of the blow that has 
fallen upon them. 

A coroner's inquest was held at the 
residenco of Mr. Smith yesterday after- 
noon, when, after viewing the body and 
listening to the" narration of tho circum- 
stances in connection with tho sad case, 
the jury returned a verdict of accidental 
drowning.

Among tho stBid and respectable spec- 
tators at the city council on Wednesday 
evening, was one who imagined himself to 
be possessed of a wildly hilarious and yet 
poetic fancy. Not being properly impress- 
ed with tho solemnity of the occasion ho 
did his best to koep those around him in 
good humor —and he succeeded.

CITY POLICE COURT. 

(Boforo Hon. A. N. Richards. P. M.) 

In the police court yesterday morning, 
Joe Murphy, (no relation to tho iuimitablo 
Joe, of "Kerry Gov!' fame,) was charged 
with being a vagrant, without visible 
moans of support, and with soliciting alms 
on tho street. 

The culprit was asked by his honor to 
come out of the dock so that the court 
could get a good look at him, when it was 
noticed that he had lost one of his legs. 
He informed the court that ho had been a 
cripple since his eighth birthday, and also 
that he was a citizen of our neighboring 
Republic. Evidence was produced prov- 
ing the charge of begging and also showing 
that tho prisoner, who arrived in tho city 
a few nights ago, was the companion of a 
number of bad charactrs from over the 
Sound. As ho claimed to be an Ameri- 
can citizen tho magistrate thought it 
would be the best for Victoria to have 
him return to his own people, and he was 
accordingly discharged with the under- 
standing that he was to loave the city. 
The appearance of the ptisoner was any- 
thing but prepossessing, and it is doubt- 
ful if tho people of the United States 
would care to acknowledge him as a citi- 
zen at any time but on the eve of an 
election. 

Tho city barristers, on application, 
were permitted to withdraw the charge 
against R. B. McMicking of violating the 
fire limits by-law, it being understood that 
they wish to fraino a now indictment. 



THE SABBATH QUESTION. 

To the Editoh : — It is refreshing to 
read the letter of yoar correspondent, 
"Freeman," for he writes like a gentle- 
man and a Christian, and does not think 
it necessary to introduce porsonal abuse 
in discussing a question upon which great 
difference of opinion exists. I will not 
enter at length upon tho discussion ut 
present, but will simply refer to one or 
two points in which I differ from your 
correspondent. First, then, I hold with 
the Christian church at large, that the 
Teu Commandments are moral and are of 
eternal obligation; I see no reason for 
blotting out the fourth and retaining the 
others. Tho Sabbath was not given at 
Mount Sinai, it was only then recalled to 
remembrance, it dates from Eden, and 
is therefore no Jewish institution, but in- 
tended for the race. But stop, says 
"Freeman," if you are rigjht about the 
Sabbath luw, why do you not keep it on 
the Saturday, as that was the day named, 
and you have no divine warrant for the 
change. My HiiBwer is simply this : 
Christ taught us in tho sermon on tho 
Mount and afterwards how to interpret 
the ton commandments showing the eter- 
nal principles in these laws Btretohing out 
above and beyond the letter. Now the 
principle is surely a seventh portion of 
time rather than a particular day in seven. 
"Tho Sabbath was made for man, 
and not . man for the Sabbath." So 
it was not assuming any undue 
authority when the inspired Apostles 
changed the day to colebrato the resurrec- 
tion of Jesus Christ. And as a matter of 
fact thoy made the change and the whole 
Christian world have accepted the change 
with a very few exceptions. "Freemau" 
points out that whon I speak of the ad- 
vantages of a day of rest for man and 
beast and an opportunity for worship he 
agrees with me, but he objects to the in- 
troduction of law, and thinks every man 
should be allowed to settle the matter for 
himself as to whethor ho will accept of 
these advantages or not. I answer that if 
thoro is to bo any difference at all between 
Sunday and the other days of the week 
there must bo Sunday laws. What would 
"Freeman" think of the abolishing of all 
legal holidays, and that instead of a royal 
proclamation announcing tho holiday, 
there should simply bo a recommendation 
that those who liked should keep it. 
Why, ho knows human nature sufliciently 
to understand that tho holiday would 
speedily cease to exist, that a few greedy 
men refusing to give up a day which was 
theirs by right could prevent tho well 
disposed from keeping it. If you havo 
no law upon which to found your rest day 
and worship day, you will 30ou not have 
it all. You like to seek rest and plea- 
sure, another man prefers business, and 
if you can do as you like, so can ho, and 
by and by if ho works you will need 
to do tho same to compete with him 
Again, as a matter of fact, those nations 
which havo actod on "Freeman's " prin- 
ciples have lost thoir Sunday. In tho 
United States just now a serious effort is 
going forward to regain the day of rest 
and worship thoy have lost, and thoso 
who aro leading ill the agitation are doing 
so on worldly rathor than religious 
grounds. I spent two Sundays sometime 
ago in an American city, where I saw 
business being carried on as earnestly on 
Sunday as Saturday. Shops open, fac- 
tories working, buildings going up, while 
service was going on in the churches for 
those who liked to allow their worldly 
competitors to get ahead of them. No 
one dreams of arbitrary or unjust legisla 
tion, but all that is desired is that tho 
opportunity shall bo given to all to oh 
serve the day if thoy wish to do so, and 
that can only bo attained by preventing 
all unnecesary labor. Again thanking 
"Freeman" for tho lesson ho has given 
the anonymous writers in the newspapers 
by his courtesy.
